X-Ray and Forecast 


HOUGHTS OF THE NEW YEAR turn our attention into the fu- 

ture, and the future holds wonders that we can hardly grasp. The 
most important is the incredible research program now under way to solve 
the mystery of the gravitation and magnetism that flows through the uni- 
verse. We reported on this development three years ago (BTL Aug. 1, ’52 
and Sept. 1, 1952) when it was first being set up. Fragmentary reports 
have appeared in the press and news magazines lately, although the salient 
facts are still being suppressed, for weapons development is naturally in- 
volved. Like atomic energy, however, the theme is entirely too big to be 
cooped up by the military. Here are the phases of the research that deeply 
concern all of us: 

(1) The gravitational research project is no ordinary scientific ef- 
fort but has literally become a “crash program,” for the nation that solves 
the problem will not only control this globe but will open the doors into 
space. Such leading research centers as the Institute of Advanced Study 
at Princeton, the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, California Insti- 
tute of Technology and other top scientific research institutions, along 
with a dozen of the largest plane manufacturers who employ many physi- 
cists and scientists in the field of aerodynamics, are active in the project. 
This indicates its importance and scope. 

(2) If the secret of gravitation is solved, it will bring a greater rev- 
olution in power and transportation, and a more extensive access to the 
physical resources of the universe, than did the advent of atomic energy. 

(3) The influence on air flight will be fantastic. If the pull of gravi- 
tation can be neutralized, aircraft will be propelled from the earth’s sur- 
face and across the earth’s surface with only a tiny fraction of the fuel ex- 
penditure now required, with the strong possibility that no fuel at all will 
be needed since an understanding of gravitational pull will put man in 
touch with the unlimited and continuous surges of power that fill the uni- 


verse. When man once understands this force, he will be able to use it.

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The President’s Health 

Discussions of Pres. Eisenhower’s 
health, in relation to the coming 
election, are heard on two levels in 
Washington: Political talk includes 
a great deal of wishful thinking and 
hokum; whereas, in private conver- 
sation among Government officials, 
there is the frank opinion that a 
man who is 65 with a serious heart 
ailment is certainly unlikely to un- 
dertake five more years of the most 
strenuous job in the world. Out of 
courtesy to the President, these pri- 
vate discussions are undertoned, for 
they realize that if such were the 
President’s expressed intentions, he 
would lose his influence over Con- 
gress and no longer be able to con- 
trol his own party. 

The hokum comes in when the 
GOP headline writers snap up 
every affirmative statement about 
the President’s health to bolster up 
the weakening Republican pros- 
pects, trying to convince the nation 
that since Eisenhower “is doing 
okay now,” why shouldn’t we ex- 
pect him to continue to do so in 
the future? When a heart specialist 
reports that the President’s heart is 
functioning “normally” for a man 
in his condition, when Harold 
Stassen says in a speech “The Pres- 
ident is back at the helm,” their re- 
marks are all blown up to boost 
the GOP front. The truth is that 
Eisenhower is not back in the har- 
ness, except in a very limited way, 
hence much important business and 
many imperative decisions are be- 
ing held in abeyance. 


A good many things have 
changed—especially abroad—since 
Eisenhower became ill in Septem- 
ber, and these new conditions re- 
quire alterations in policy or a new 
tempo of movement. Yet nothing 
has really been done to meet the 
new exigencies of events because 
no one else can really do it except 
the President. His task is not mere- 


ly a matter of signing papers — or

handing down recommendations. 
The President is not just the chief 
executive, he is the principal inven- 
tive, program-creating agent of the 
Government, the originator and the 
instigator of all the Government's 
major policies and new activities. 
The political tensions within the 
GOP and between the two parties 
are such now that no other figure 
can take the initiative without po- 
litical monkey wrenches getting in 
the gears. 

Perhaps the most important ele- 
ment in the private views concern- 
ing the. President is the question of 
whether the September attack was 
his first tilt with thrombosis. He 
was once quite seriously ill while 
in France as chief of NATO. Ru- 
mors have it that he suffered a mild 
heart attack then but since his name 
was already being mentioned for 
the Presidency, the nature of his 
illness was never fully divulged. 

In the minds of manv close to 
the President, the need of his con- 
tinued leadership for peace far out- 
weighs political pressures for a sec- 
ond term. If his recovery continues, 
there is a strong chance that Her- 
bert Hoover's suggestion of appoint- 
ing executive vice-presidents to re- 
lieve the inhuman burdens of the 
office mav be adopted. Eisenhower’s 
natural spirit of goodwill in nego- 
tiations is his irreplaceable quali- 
fication; in addition, his personal 
friendship for and access to Mar- 
shall Zhukov is of inestimable val- 
ue, for while the Kremlin politicos 
continue to press for world revo- 
lution, it is the Russian Army that 
holds the fulcrum of power. If we 
lose Eisenhower, we lose the one 
person who can reach over the 
whole worldwide political and dip- 
lomatic arena and touch the chief 
of the Russian Army. Thus the 
mediocrity of the party faces with- 
out Eisenhower and the imperative 
need of the President’s leadership in 
terms of peace may prove irresist- 
ible. The other GOP candidates 
Knowland, Nixon, et al, with their 
trite bombast and lack of construc- 
tive concepts — would be enough 
to make the President court mar- 
tyrdom to save the peace. The 
heart specialists will rejoice if they 
feel by then he can carry the load, 
for he will be their number one 
patient to prove that a bad heart 
does not necessarily keep a good 
man down. 





Moderation In Politics 
The kind of a miracle America 
needs is one of honesty and moder- 
ation in politics. The last six years 
of our political life have been filled 
with explosive dangers and sad dis- 
appointments because of dishonesty 
and intemperate political behavior.

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This will bring travel into outer space near. Once in possession of the 
secret of gravitational force and magnetic pull, it will be possible to intro- 
duce engineering principles of flight construction that can withstand pres- 
sures that now baffle all concepts of space flight originating in this earth’s 
atmosphere. 

(4) Naturally all this again opens up the whole question of flying 
saucers! The U. S. Air Force has issued official statements that assure the 
public that from its observations and analyses there is no such thing as 
flying saucers. Then the Air Force proceeds to go all out to solve these 
problems that will make space flight possible! One of America’s leading 
scientific writers recently said, “There is no scientific knowledge or gener- 
ally accepted theory about the speed with which it (gravitational force) 
travels across interplanetary space, making any two material particles or 
bodies — if free to move — accelerate towards each other. 

“But the current efforts to understand gravity and universal gravi- 
tation both at the sub-atomic level and at the level of the universe have 
the positive backing today of many of America’s outstanding physicists.” 
This means that many leading scientists do believe that, though we now 
know nothing positive about the speed that would be possible in inter- 
planetary space through the utilization of gravitational force, there are 
many leading scientists in the world who are devoting all their thought and 
energy to the search for the key that would unlock this mystery. For if it 
is found that there is power available for objects to cross the distances be- 
tween planets and galaxies, now considered impossible, the universe be- 
comes a community. 

(5) The most important factor in all of this is perhaps philosophi- 
cal: We have reached a dangerous stalemate in that the enlarging physical 
powers of man have been harnessed almost exclusively to the passions of 
war. This has created the greatest dilemma of all the centuries of human 
history. Man cannot defend himself without destroying himself. As such 
he remains collectively a rather stupid earth-bound creature: the bull ele- 
phants fighting to the death; the tiger and leopard lying across each other 
in the final weakness of blood letting; the two horn-locked stags starving 
in the meadow. This stalemate that grips the race may not be broken until 
man awakens to his true kinship — a citizen in a universe of many worlds, 
a companion of unending, unlimited creation. 


EWLY WON MORAL VICTORIES that will have far-reaching in- 

fluences: (1) The U. S. Government agreement to devote large quan- 
tities of food surpluses to hunger relief throughout the world, relief to be 
administered chiefly by religious agencies; (2) the admission of 16 addi- 
tional nations into the United Nations through agreements in which both 
sides in the cold war made important concessions, thus increasing the ef- 
fectiveness and prestige of the UN, and bringing an upsurge of hope in 
all world capitals. 

WHEN PROTESTANT, CATHOLIC AND JEWISH _ organ- 
izations administer relief programs, something more than food goes 
into the effort. It is not a cold war maneuver, where every move has a dou- 
ble meaning, with food used as bait and bribe to persuade men to march 
on our side, which immediately increases tensions. When hungry people 
are fed because they are part of God’s family, tensions are eased and the 
powers of tyranny are compelled to recognize spiritual values that are the 
antithesis of their own systems. 

The U. S. Government action on surplus food for a hungry world 
is the result of a year long effort on the part of religious leaders. “Our 
efforts reached a stalemate,” reported a churchman, “because the policies 
of the Department of Agriculture and the Commodity Credit Corporation 
are based on political expediency and have little consideration for human 
need and even less for Christian motivation.” The fixation on militarism 
has prevented Washington officials from grasping the fact that communism 
is effective only where it can fill in a vacuum of want and despair which 
our armaments cannot fill. The type of foreign aid which the Eisenhower 
Administration has pushed, since the Point Four program was scuttled, 
has become largely just a part of our military assistance and military alli- 
ance build-up. And there are a lot of people abroad who would rather go 
hungry than become enmeshed in that. Russia’s new economic aid propos- 
als no doubt did much to thaw out the opposition and indifference in 
Washington to the church-inspired surplus aid program. Large quantities 
of wheat, corn and rice will be shipped to hunger areas shortly after the 
first of January. 

THE UN COMPROMISE SETTLEMENT, in which the 16 addi- 
tional nations were admitted for membership while Outer Mongolia and 
Japan were excluded, was a result of the moral pressure that resides now 
in the UN itself, a pressure that stems from the creation by the UN of an

An important innovation in in- 
dustrial-labor relations has _ been 
proposed by leaders in the coat, 
suit. and garment manufacturing 
industry.

tactics and behavior of the nations. This is something new in the world’s 
history and of immense significance, for modern techniques of language 
translation and the broadcasting of news have enabled world attention to 
be focused on this diplomatic arena as was not possible in the days of the 
League of Nations. 


Russia will now use the isolation of Japan like a crowbar to force 
Japan into cooperation with Soviet aims in Asia, as the Kremlin is simi- 
larly using present East-West German relations as a means of promoting 
the Soviet’s design for a united Germany under Communist influence. 
But now that almost all the nations of the globe are active members of 
the UN, the prestige of that body is greatly enhanced and its capacity to 
muster and direct the moral judgment of the world greatly increased. 
Men and nations are still given to selfishness and practice much of their 
diplomacy by stealth; the art of Machiavelli has not died. But, whereas 
during past generations such surreptitious maneuvering might continue 
endlessly, until the nations were tripped into war — today unscrupulous 
diplomacy cannot go far without being exposed by some probing act of 
the UN or one of its agencies. Thus the conscience of the world can be 
quickly aroused. This is one of the great and hopeful signs of a new age 
of enlightenment. 

THIS PRESSURE OF MORAL FORCE is operating for peace in 
the angry stalemate between Egypt and Israel, and in the violent upheavals 
of French North Africa. UN pressure has twice already silenced the guns 
in the Israel-Arab quarrel. Although the UN has yielded a point to 
France’s claim that the North African question is “an internal affair,” 
Paris is On notice that the situation must be cleared up speedily and with 
honor, or again the UN will focus the attention of the world upon 
France’s failure. Such moral force has never been operative in the world 
before. 


HE DANGER IN BERLIN, now tormenting Western statesmen, 

centers not only in what the Communists might do there but also in 
hot-headed reactions in this country. Unfortunately the American press, 
operating under U. S. military pressures, is presenting the picture of the 
new Berlin crisis completely wrong-end to, and thus increasing the danger 
that hasty and emotional reactions here may force wrong decisions. 

We have been made to believe (1) that West Germany has now 
been put under irresistible pressures by the granting of sovereignty to the 
East German Government and that West Germany’s fate is held by a 
thread, a lifeline in the grip of the U. S. Army of Occupation; (2) that 
Berlin is the jugular vein of West Germany’s existence and that we must 
protect this vital spot even if it means war. Neither attitude is factual. 

East Germany contains less than one-third of the German land 
area with West Germany holding two-thirds of the land, along with most 


of the resources and industrial power and three-fourths of the population.

Transition In Russia 

U. S.-SOVIET BOOK PACT: 
For the first time since World War 
II, libraries throughout the Soviet 
Union have agreed to exchange 
books and newspapers with libra- 
ries in the U. S. The Association of 
University Libraries in this coun- 
try has completed negotiations with 
the Soviet that will provide Russian 
libraries with a choice of over 
18,000 books and publications pro- 
duced annually in the U. S. Li- 
brary authorities report that the So- 
viet offers an even larger selection 
of books and publications although 
many of the Soviet publications are 
related to subjects of little interest 
in this country. Others are of great 
value in following the Soviet’s in- 
tensive experiment in agriculture, 
mining and animal husbandry. 

COLLECTIVES FAILING: 
World agricultural experts have 
known for years that the collective 
system of farming in the Soviet has 
failed. While Russia continues to 
push collectivist methods of farm- 
ing, specialists in Soviet affairs at- 
tach great significance to the an- 
nouncement that the Polish Gov- 
ernment will inaugurate a gradual 
switch-over from Soviet-style col- 
lectives to cooperative farming dur- 
ing the coming year. This policy is 
comparable to that adopted by 
Yugoslavia when farm collectiviza- 
tion was abandoned in 1953. 

The collective farms are operat- 
ed with large-scale methods, the 
peasants Owning nothing but small 
garden tracts, with all farm prod- 
uce going to the state. The farmers 
receive a wage for their services, 
plus a small portion of the produc- 
tion for local food consumption. 
This method has resulted in per- 
petual hunger and food shortages 
throughout the Iron Curtain coun- 
tries. 

The Yugoslay Government was 
able to increase food production 
by returning the farms to private 
ownership, with the farmers pool- 
ing their work as they cultivate the 
lands with cooperatively - owned 
machinery. The cooperative farmer 
not only owns his land but plans its 
cultivation to suit the particular na- 
ture of the soil. Agricultural experts 
believe this gives the cooperative 
farms greater yields than large- 
scale farming, because, for in- 
stance, in planting huge collective 
tracts entirely in wheat, it is often 
necessary to include some land that 
is unsuited to grain. The cooperative 
farmers own the crops in full and 
may sell the produce to the state 
or on the open market, although 
the state is guaranteed the right to 
purchase a certain percentage of the 
harvest at prevailing market prices. 

Some American agriculturalists 
who have visited Russia recently 


believe that the cooperative system 
(continued first col., NEXT page)

will eventually replace the collec- 


tives in the U. S. S. R. in view of 
the continued rebellion of the Rus- 
sian peasantry and the persistent 
food shortages. The failure of the 
Soviet drive to develop new collec- 
tive farms in Siberia, a project 
which was the particular favorite of 
Khrushchev, has heightened the 
crisis in Soviet agriculture. Climate 
and soil unsuited to farming, plus 
the reluctance of youth to work on 
the collective farms where there is 
no prospect for ownership and lit- 
tle opportunity for personal ad- 
vancement, has brought failure to 
the Siberian projects. 

The new move in Poland away 
from collectivization and towards 
cooperative farming will be watched 
by Moscow. It is not unlikely that 
Moscow is behind the Polish exper- 
iment, for the politbureau would be 
reluctant to attempt any new shifts 
involving the stubborn recalcitrant 
Russian peasants until the Red 
chiefs know where they are going. 

RELIGION IN RUSSIA: Harry 
Schwartz, a leading American ex- 
pert on Soviet affairs, in his fac- 
taul and carefully documented 
analyses of developments in Rus- 
sia for the N. Y. Times and other 
leading publications, has sometimes 
made light of the revival of religion 
behind the Iron Curtain. But, after 
his recent return from a visit to the 
Soviet, Mr. Schwartz brought back 
impressions of religion behind the 
Iron Curtain quite unlike his for- 
mer views. Mr. Schwartz describes 
religion as one of the major influ- 
ences in today’s Russia, despite the 
pressure of official atheist propa- 
ganda. While the churches are com- 
paratively few in number, he re- 
ports them to be always crowded 
and, although religious education— 
except in the home — is‘ still 
banned, many young people are 
now returning to the church. Yet 
fear has not been entirely removed 
from church-going. Communist 
party members are still afraid to be 
seen at religious services, but some 
of them are reported to have their 
own babies baptized secretly. 

On church holidays, when people 
feel more free to attend divine wor- 
ship, Mr. Schwartz observed such 
great throngs crowding the churches 
and cathedrals as to indicate an im- 
mense resurgence of religious faith 
in defiance of Soviet teachings and 
official attitudes. “There were many 
children and young people, soldiers 
and officers in uniform, men and 
women in the prime of life; even 
little tots led up to the sacred im- 
ages to kiss them in an atmosphere 
of profound devotion,” he states. 
While atheism remains the ortho- 
dox view of the Communists, and 


much anti-religious literature is still 
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Moreover, while hunger and poverty still characterize the East, the West 
hums with prosperous industrial activity. West Germany can and is sur- 
viving splendidly without the East; it is the East that must have the bene- 
fit of the resources of the West if prosperity is ever achieved, for further 
into the East the poverty and barrenness deepens. The East Germans hate 
the Communists, and Moscow knows that a free election would end the 
Red regime promptly. Thus the West Germans have a tremendous politi- 
cal advantage, an advantage our military-centered diplomacy has totally 
failed to employ — to the mystification and disgust of the millions of West 
Germans. The Western Germans, while resenting the prolonged U. S. mil- 
itary occupation (especially now that the Russian Army has withdrawn 
from East Germany) and fearing the possibility of an atomic war result- 
ing from some overt act of the U. S. military, fear and hate communism 
and would go to any lengths to help their Eastern kinsmen oust the Reds. 
This is another advantage the U. S. military leaders have lacked the imag- 
ination to employ. 

AS FOR BERLIN ITSELF, IT IS NOT ESSENTIAL to the 
West. It has never been an industrial center of major importance, for 
the heart of all Germany’s industrial strength is in the West and South- 
western states. Berlin is deep in the Eastern Communist zone, and it was 
only through the piratical stealth of Stalin, and the misplaced trust of the 
West, that the Allied powers become perched so precariously on the Ber- 
lin limb, far out in the East. Berlin is important mostly for sentimental 
reasons, which can, however, move men to desperate deeds. It is West 
Germany that has the firmer grip by far because of the many advantages 
that West Germany has over East Germany. But the concentration of 
American military and diplomatic attention on rebuilding West German 
armed power as a fulcrum point of the Western European defense system 
has so limited the U. S. position for maneuver and compromise, that we, 
now stand helpless before every Communist political gesture to win the 
West Germans. 

Two years ago, for instance, when East Germany was aflame with 
revolt, and the world waited for the U. S. to take some advantage of the 
situation, the U. S. occupation forces refrained from giving even secret 
aid to the anti-Red rebellion, for fear any such action would delay the 
promotion of the rearming of West Germany as our ally. We preferred to 
make sure West Germany was on our side and rearmed, than to take a 
chance that in freeing East Germany the subsequent drive for national 
unity would divert the West German industrial might and manpower from 
its tight alliance with us. The West Germans resent and distrust us for 
that; and now it is doubtful if a rearmed West Germany will ever mate- 
rialize, except as unity is restored with the Germans regaining power to 
decide which way their guns are to turn. 

THE BIG FACT, which every German realizes yet dares not men- 
tion and which is also taboo in the American press, is that the U. S. does 
not want German unity any more than does Russia. The Soviet has made 
it clear that they will accept an unarmed neutral united Germany which 
the U. S. will not; we will accept nothing but a rearmed West Germany 
tied to our defense system, which the Germans themselves loathe. Thus 
Moscow has any number of approaches they may use that will play upon 
the German longing for unity and independence. All of this will, to use 
an Army phrase, “pull the stopper out of the colonel’s bath” — the colonel 
and his bath being the Pentagon’s plan for a great restored West German 
Army stomping snappily to the “Stars and Stripes Forever” with Ameri- 
can brass in the reviewing stand. 

Our weakness in Germany arises from the failure of the military 
mind to realize that communism is not a military force but a revolution. 
Since the revolution expresses itself in many forms of violence, an ade- 
quate defense system for our Hemisphere is justifiable. When this defense 
system, however, expands to such extremes that it usurps all of our politi- 
cal and diplomatic relationships with the rest of mankind, our diplomacy 
is not only immobilized by weight of arms but we are looked upon with 
fear and distrust only second to that held for the Communists. This is 
the explanation of our precarious situation in the Far East, in the Middle 
East and the Mediterranean, as well as in Central Europe, an explana- 
tion thoroughly evidenced in the foreign press. The nature of this problem 
is such that no corrective measures can be undertaken at our military 
bases or embassies abroad, nor at Pentagon and White House levels, 
until concerned citizens become sufficiently informed and articulate to in- 
fluence the national legislative bodies and others appointed to carry out 
the will of the electorate. Our participation in decision-making, through 
letters to our congressmen and to the press, and expressions of our 
views at every opportunity, is the stuff of which national policy is made 


in a democracy.

Discrimination In India { 

A new crusade has beep 
launched against the caste system 
by the Government of India. Prime 
Minister Nehru and the Indian 
National Congress are giving full 
support to the crusade which is 
penetrating every part of Indian 
life. 

Indian visitors often express their; 
Outrage over the race discrimina 
tion they encounter in this country, 
But in their complaints they rarely| 
refer to the tens of millions in In- 
dia suffering far more severe dis- 
crimination than any group in 
America. But, as in America, mod.” 
ern industrial living is making the 
caste system costly and absurd. The 
Indian Government has enacted a 
measure that makes the practice of 
untouchability an offense punish- 
able by imprisonment, fine or both. 
Untouchables, though they may be 
highly educated, have heretofore 
lived under the most severe restric 
tions inflicted by superstitions that 
have surrounded them since birth. 
There are about 2,400 different 
castes among the Hindus, all of 
which are sub-castes of four main 
basic castes, called the Varnas. The 
four Varnas are the Brahmins (the 
priestly class); the Pshatryias (mil- 
itary and governing classes); 
Vaishyas (traders, agriculturists,” 
herders); Sudras (menials and ar- 
tisans). The untouchables are they 
scavingers and refuse collectors, 
and perform other servile tasks. 





Soon after India became inde 
pendent in 1947, caste discrimina- 
tion gradually began to vanish, a” 


reform urged on by progressive In- 
dians who started to mingle across} 
caste barriers. Gandhi, champion 

ing the cause of untouchables, en{ 
couraged high-caste Hindus and 
untouchables to intermarry.
